County Superintendent Wilson this 
jek soot his annual report to the State 
perintendent. 
From it was gleaned 
e following interesting information' 
Tho city of Brainerd 
ily graded system of 
'linty. 
Brainerd schools enrolled J, 
I pupils last year requiring for their 
ipervasion and instruction 53 teachers 
id one superintendent, and coating the 
jople $51,64107, or about $13 per pupil 
sr annum, or 15 cents per pupil per 
ay. This low cost per day is the rn* 
lit of the remarkably high daily aver­ 
se attendance, each pupil attending an 
re rage of 150 days out of a possible 
BO. 2,040 pupils in Brainerd schools 
ere entitled to state apportionment, 
aving attended school 40 days or more. 
Ninety three rural schools were in 
Bastion from five to nine months each, 
n rolling 2,323 pupils, and requiring 93 
esobers and on*- superintendent. 
For 
ho maintenenee of these schools tho 
people contributed $31,282.66, an aver 
ego of $13.46 per pupil, or about a daily 
lost of 18 cents per pupil. 
Ten men and 
13 ladies were employed as teachers, the 
lien receiving an average of $46 per 
nonth, and the ladies $.35.50 per month, 
rhghty-nino districts furnished 
free 
;ext books at a cost of 16 contr, per 
pupil for text books for the year. 
Fif- 
t -en districts have libraries, purchasing 
last year 477 volumes, with I. Kit) vol nines 
in all the libraries. 
Deer wood and Pequot are known as 
semi graded schools, and receive ^240. 
each, special state aid. 
Districts Nos. 
I, 2, 3, 
I, 11, 34 and 50, are first grade 
rural schools and receive $114 each spe­ 
cial state aid. Three new districts were 
formed last year, making 
OS rural 
schools 
in the 
county. 
I he rural 
schools of the county are housed in <50 
frame and OO log school houses. ^ 
District No 83 transported its child­ 
ren to Hie school in district No. 42, 
about four miles away. 
I ho children 
are conveyed in a covered rig, protected 
from the rain and cold, are never tardy 
and mothers never worry about the 
home coming of the little ones as they 
are always safely returned home before 
5 o’clock. 
District 83 enrolls 12 pupils 
and District 42 has ten. This arrange­ 
ment secures a good working atten d ­ 
ance, while the attendance would bo so 
small if each maintained a school that 
tho result would be a poor school in 
each district. 
Tile cort to District Si is 
about the same as it would be to sup­ 
port a school in the home district, w ith­ 
out the necessity of building a school 
house and with the pupils enjoying a 
much better school by the transporta­ 
tion to tho adjoining district. 
For the supervision of the schools of 
the county the county superintendent 
receives a salary of 81,080.
